THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  IS  made  this  S  '  day  of  \klar^f  r*i  .2^>\C.  by  and  between  Mary  B.  Hariwrt,  an  unmarried  woman,  whose 
address  Is  7608  Orange  Valley  Drive,  North  Richland  Hills  Tx  76182.  as  Lessor,  aftd  Chesapeake  Exploration,  LLC,  an  Oklahoma  limited  fiabllity  company,P.O.  Bra 
1849B,  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  73154,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions 
(including  Ihe  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  In  hand  paid  and  (he  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

In  the  County  of  Tarrant,  State  of  TEXAS,  containing  0.2320  gross  acrsB,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by 
reversion,  prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  non  hydrocarbon 
substances  produced  in  association  therewith  (including  geophysical/seismic  operations).  The  term  'gas"  aa  used  herein  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other 
commercial  gases,  as  well  as  hydrocarbon  gases.

f253ilof  the  proceeds  realized  by  Lessee  from  the  sale  thereof,  less  a  proportionate  part  of  ad  valorem  taxes  and  production,  severance,  or  other  excise  taxes  and  the  costs 
incurred  by  Lessee  in  delivering,  processing  or  otherwise  marketing  such  gas  or  other  substances,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  Ihe  continuing  light  to  purchase  such 
production  at  the  prevailing  wellhead  martcei  price  paid  for  production  of  similar  quality  in  the  same  field  (or  if  Ihere  Is  no  such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  in

4.  All  shut-in  royalty  payments  under  this  lease  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  Lessor  or  to  Lessor's  credit  in  at  Lessor's  address  above  or  its  successors,  which 
shall  be  Lessors  depository  agent  for  receiving  payments  regardless  of  changes  In  Die  ownership  of  said  land.  AH  payments  or  lenders  may  be  made  in  currency,  or  by  check 
or  by  draft  and  such  payments  or  tenders  to  Lessor  or  to  the  depositor/  by  deposit  in  the  US  Mails  in  a  stamped  envelope  addressed  to  the  depository  or  to  the  Lessor  at  the 
last  address  known  to  Lessee  shall  constitute  proper  payment.  If  Ihe  depository  should  liquidate  or  be  succeeded  by  another  institution,  or  for  any  reason  fail  or  refuse  to 
accept  payment  hereunder,  Lessor  shall,  at  Lessee's  request,  deliver  to  Lessee  a  proper  recordable  instrument  naming  another  institution  as  depository  agent  to  receive 
payments. 

5.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Paragraph  3  above,  if  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hole")  on  the 
leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  If  aH  production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit 
boundaries  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  in  the  event  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  il  shall 
nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  drilling  an  additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production 
on  the.teased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  SO  days  after  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  90  days  after  such  cessation  of  ail  production.  If  at 
the  end  of  the  primary  term,  or  at  any  time  (hereafter,  this  lease  is  not  olherwlse  being  maintained  to  force  but  Lessee  is  then  engaged  in  drilling,  reworking  or  any  other 
operations  reasonably  calculated  to  obtain  or  restore  production  therefrom,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  any  one  or  more  of  such  operations  are  prosecuted  with 
no  cessation  of  more  than  90  consecutive  days,  and  if  any  such  operations  result  in  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby,  as  long  thereafter  as 
there  is  production  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith.

Trie 
unit  formed  by  such  pooling  for  an  oil  well  which  is  not  a  horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  80  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage  tolerance  of  10%,  and  for  a  gas  well  or  a 
horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  640  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage  tolerance  of  10%;  provided  that  a  larger  unit  may  be  formed  for  an  oil  well  or  gas  well  or  horizontal 
completion  to  conform  to  any  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  that  may  be  prescribed  or  permitted  by  any  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  to  do  so.

To  the  extent  any  portion  of  the  leased  premises 
is  included  in  or  excluded  from  the  unit  by  virtue  of  such  revision,  the  proportion  of  unit  production  on  which  royalties  .are  payable  hereunder  shall  thereafter  be  adjusted 
accordingly.
